SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Hot Latin as is classified as: 

Objectionable 

The DVD is objectionable because it contains conduct in part of one sex scene that 
strongly degrades and demeans the woman in the scene. The Classification Office 
recommended that an excision be made to shorten this part of the scene. If the 
excision had been made the publication would be classified as objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 
18 years. The distributor declined, however, to make the recommended excision. 

A classification of objectionable places a limit on the right to the freedom of expression 
as set out in section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. Given that the 
DVD contains conduct that strongly degrades a woman, however, this classification is 
considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law that can be demonstrably 
justified in a free and democratic society.
